BOSTON, Mass , Dec 19 —The long 


contested suit of the United States va. 
The American Bell Telephone catnpany 
was ended yesterday when Judge Car- 
penter in the United States circuit 
court decided against the telephone 
company. This suit was a bill in equity 
praying for the repeal of letters patent 
issued to Emila Barliner, assignor of 
the American Bell TeUphone company, 
for a combined telephone and telegraph 
system. 
The case baa been in the 


court for a number of years and is al- 
ready familiar to the public The pat- 
ents known as ths Berliner patents 
were issued to the telephone company, 
but never put into USB by them on ac- 
count, they claimed, of the expense of 
making changes in the telephone sys- 
tem, while other companies were pre. 
vented from using the system. 


The value of the patent involved is 


said to be $5,000,000. The government's 
case against the Bell telephone con- 
tained two counts and the judge BUS" 
tained tho government in both. The 
tirst count was in effect that the issu- 
ance of the patent to Berlitwr was un- 
necessarily delayed, aud the second 
count v.-aj in substance that a former 
patent issued to Berliner covered sub- 
stantially the same claims as made in 
the patent issued in 1891. 


The case was argued June , 14-20 be- 


fore Judge Carpenter. 
Ths govern- 


ment's special counsel wera Causten 
Brown, of Boston, p,nd Robert S. Tay. 
lor, of Fort Wayne, Ind. 
The tele- 


phone company's counsel were Chaun- 
cey Smith, J. J. Storrow, F. P. Fish 
and C. H. Swau. The costs in the case 
arfl enormom. By the court's decree 
the costs are to fall on the telephone 
company. An appeal will undoubtedly 
be taken. 


After the decision was rendered the 


price of the American Bell telephone 
stoclt was quoted by Chas Head & Co. 
at 191, a decline of nine points. 
This 


drop was because of the adverse de- 
cision. 


The patent which has been declared 


void was issued by tha United States 
patent oftioe November 17, 1891, to 
Emile Berliner, assignor to the Ameri- 
can Bell Telephone company, and it 
was one of tho'schemes by which the 
Bell company hoped to extend its term 
of monopoly for seventeen years. 
For 


fourteen years the Berliner application 
lay in the patunt office, the center of 
litigation. 
The same company owned 


two or more opposing applications, and 
played them, one against the other, in 
order to delay the granting of a patent.. 


When, after fourteen years, Commis- 


sioner sSimonds granted the Berliner 
pfttent, the American Bell company 
believed that it covered features which 
were necesaaty to the practical uae of 
telephones and that by nuch it would 
bar out the would-be competitors after 
the Bell patents expired, which they 
did in January last. 
The decision 


means that tho field is now clear and 
that a cheaper telephone must neces- 
sarily follow. 


Within a week after the Berliner 


patent was issued r-v.%1 companies be- 
gan the contest against its validity.

liquor to be used on the premises; to 
open such shop, saloon or other place 
or have any door thereof unlocked on 
Sunday, or permit ingress thereto on 
said day of any person not regularly 
employed therein.

That auy person or parsons 


keeping a saloon or other place within 
the limits of said city or within foui 
miles of the corporate limits thereo 
where intoxicating liquors are sold or 
given away to be drunk upon the 
premises, shall at 11 o'clock p. m. o 
each day raise all door and wiodow 
screens and remove anv obstructions

The wheels of justice and right sire 


moving slowly, surely and firm1? n the 
direction .of law and ordir 
>otonly 


in the city of Fort Warn ^ is this in- 
vincible power being felt, but over our 
v, hole land the good work is going for- 
ward, and the tidal wave seems to be 
sweeping everything before it. Great 
changes have taken place in our city 
during the past year. Laws that were 
a dead letter on the statute books be 
fore are now being enforced, and many 
of the people who opposed their en 
forcement are now heartily in tavor o( 
them. Who would want to return to 
the days of the open Sunday saloon? 
Even men who are in the business are 
heartily glad that they can have a day 
of rest. 
But the happiest class of peo 


pie are the mothers, wives and sisters 
who can now have their SOUF, husbands 
and brothers at home with them. 


The passage of the 
saloon anli- 


scveen ordinance by the city council 
was another move in the right direction 
and will be a valuable aid to the au- 
thorities in their enforcement of the 
Sunday and 11 o'clock law. With the 
screens shutting from public view the 
interior of the saloons, it WB& impossi- 
ble for the officers without entering 
these places to determine whether the 
law was being complied with during 
the hours that the sale of intoxicating 
liquor is forbidden. Now, wilh the 
screens removed, they can see from the 
street 
into the saloons and know 


whether any violations of the law are 
taking place. The ordinance only pre- 
scribes that the screens shall be re- 
moved on Sundays and after 11 o'clock 
at night, during hours when the sale 
ol liquor is unlawful, and THE SEKTIXEI, 


cannot see why it should work any 
hardship against the taloonkeepers who 
purpose to obey the law. We believe 
that the ordinance is a good one and 
that its passage by the council will be 
commended by all fair minded citizens 
Let the good work go on. 


Tut RE will be no difficulty, it is be 


lie\ed, in convincing the senate com- 
mittee on finance that the expenses to 
which Governor Matthews put the 
stile by calling out the militia during 
the miners' strike and the railroad 
strike this year should be paid by the 
general assembly
